Sale of land by the selectmen 


has taken a new twist in 
Wilmington 
For many years, the 


Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
would sell land to an abutting 
land owner, with the stipulation 
that the land not be used for 
building a new structure 
Generally the land involved was 
tax litle land. 

Although this practice has 
been denounced by some people, 
it has continued, The land is sold 
on an as-is basis, with the town 
transferring only its interest in 
the land. In some cases, there is 
a question of title. 

For all land sold by the 
selectmen, a deed restriction 
would be added, making the lot 
contiguous with the adjoining lot 
already owned by the buyer, 
with no subdivision allowed. The 
only way a buyer can avoid this 
restriction is to buy the land 
through the town meeting 
Usually the latter type of sale is 
at a higher value than a sale 
through the selectmen. 

On Monday night, two cases 
came before the selectmen 
where landowners want to have 
the restriction dropped. 

One case involves a Sudbury 
Avenue family seeking to build 
and move into a larger home. 
The other is on St. Paul Street, 
where a man hopes to build a 
home for his son. 

Mark and Sally Jepson bought 
their house about two years ago. 
The two bedroom house sits on a 
20,000 sq, ft. lot in an area zoned 
for 10,000 sq. ft. They would like 
to subdivide that lot into two 
lots, which would allow them to 
build a larger home and sell the 
existing home. 

The previous owner had 
originally owned a 15,000 sq. ft 
lot. In the 1960's, he bought 5000 
from the town, and the 
added at 


the time of the sale. 

When the Jepsons bought the 
house, they had no idea that 
such a restriction even existed. 

Although the selectmen are 
sympathetic to the plight of the 
Jepsons, they are cautious about

““It's “hard to deny a person 
trying to better themselves in 
the community,” he said 

DePasquale said that there 
were other factors on this A 
such as a time lapse of 20 years, 
and the fact that this was the 
second owner of the property 
Carl Giangregorio of St, Paul 
Street owns four parcels of land 
totalling more than 60,000 sq. ft 
His house is located on one, 
parcel 28B, Two parcels abut 
that one, one facing Rhodes 
Street, the other St. Paul Street 
Four years ago, he bought an 
additional parcel facing St. Paul 
Street, a parce! which does not 
abut 28B 

The problem which 
Giangregorio has is that when 
he purchased the land from the 
town, the deed was written in 
such a way as to tie all four 
parcels together, never to be 
subdivided. 

He seeks to have 28B ex 
cerpted from the other parcels 
He had already started con- 
struction on a house for his son 
when he was stopped on the 
project. He told selectmen that 
he is already $20,000 into the 
project 

Selectmen discussed various 
ways of tackling the problem, 
one of them being for him sell 
the land back to the town, then 
build the house, then buy it 
again 

In each case, the restrictions 
on the deed are the decision of 
the Board of Selectmen, and can 
be changed by a vote of the 
board. The selectmen, though, 
are being cautious, both for fear 
of setting a precedent and for 
caution over the manner in 
which they might allow a change 
in the restriction 

The board will hold a public 
hearing on the matter at the 
next selectmen's meeting on 
Oct. 1

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Paul Revere was one of many riders 


“Listen my children and you 
shall hear 

of the midnight ride of Paul 
Revere 

So sang the poet Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow over a 
century ago. His was a song of a 
solitary rider, riding off into the 
night to warn that British troops 
were on the march. To warn that 
“The fate of the nation was 
riding that night.” 

A professor of language at 
Harvard, a fond parent and 
historian, Longfellow sang of 
Hiawatha and Evangeline, and 
of the Finnish and Norse Eddas 
and Sagas. But this tale of Paul 
Revere, wonderful as it is, over 
emphasizes the efforts of one 
man 

Paul Revere was alone - yes 
But there were others who rode 
that night to warn that British 
troops were marching to Con- 
cord. Who warned, for instance, 
the militia and Minutemen of 
Danvers, in Essex County? 

It is a part of the record that 
men from Danvers fought in 
what is now Arlington, with the 
retreating British troops. Who 
warned them in time for them to 
march and fight? 

A company of New Hampshire 
troops arrived in Cambridge 
that same night, not to fight, but 
in time to start, with others, the 
seige of Boston, They had 
walked and ran over 50 miles 
through Haverhill —_ and, 
probably, down the Andover 
Road in Wilmington to join in the 
fighting. Who warned them? 

Later day Fourth of July 
orators have made a case of “a 
million men will spring to arms" 
asa result of the events of April 
18-19, 1775, The rhetoric may be 
fine, but the facts are only 
presumed. 

The various companies of 
militia, and the Minutemen of 
the Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay were organized and ready 
for any march by the troops of 
General Thomas Gage. There 
was a Committe of Safety, which 
directed the military affairs of 
Massachusetts, and there were 
Committees of Correspondence 
in all the towns of 
Massachusetts, which kept the 
people aware of the latest 
British blunders, thanks to the 
pen of that consumate politician 
Sam Adams, 

Thomas Hutchinson, who had 
been the Royal Governor of the 
Colony of Massachusetts Bay 
was replaced in July, 1774 by 
General Thomas Gage. 
Governor Hutchinson had tried 
to make the Colonials un- 
derstand the viewpoint of 
Parliament, One thing had led to 
another and on December 13, 
1773 occured the famous Boston 
Tea Party. It was after that 
event that the Crown had closed 
the port of Boston and General 
Gage took over the command. 

It is believed that many of the 
Colonial towns knew of the 
Boston Tea Party that same 
night, thanks to participants, 
and thanks to the Committees of 
Correspondence. 

Next morning, Sam Adams 
dispatched a rider to tell Rhode 
Island, Connecticut and New 
York of the event, His name was 
Paul Revere 

In future months Revere 
would carry messages to other 
places. He was a dispatch rider, 
which was similar to a post 
rider. He rode alone and 
unarmed, 

But he was not 
dispatched rider 
secretive business. 
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Revere’s ‘name is known - but 
others did ride. 
Revere's horse 

Paul Revere’s horse, on the 
night of April 18, 1775 was. 
supplied by a man named 
Richard Devens, of 
Charlestown. Devens was the 
Charlestown Chairman of the 
Committee on Safety - the over- 
riding military command 
committee. He owned, it is 
believed, a stable of horses. It is 
said that he supplied horses to 
other riders on demand. 

And it is recorded that when 
Revere started his own ride, 
another man, named Dawes, 
started a ride down Boston neck 
enroute to Concord, The 
Colonials sent two men to warn 
that the British were marching 
to Concord. 

Concord had been the recent 
site of the Massachusetts 
Congress, the Colonial answer to 
the closing of the legislature. It 
was a place where military 
stores were kept. The Com- 
mittee on Safety and the cap- 
tains of the militia and 
Minutemen companies were 
almost certain that Concord 
would be the goal of the next 
march by the British. The only 
question in their minds was the 
date of that march. 

The Colonials too, had their 
military plans prepared for such 
an event. The orders had been 
given orally 

Billerica, Wilmington, 
Reading (and probably 
Tewksbury) were to march to 
Bedford Center to get further 
orders, That is just what they 
did on Concord Day. 

Capt. John Brooks, com- 
mander of the Reading 
Minutemen, had been in Boston 
the 18th of April (he was a

physician), and had returned 
home. He’ probably knew that 
the British were going to march, 
and he probably let his friend, 
Capt. Cadwallader Ford of 
Wilmington, know. Capt. Ford 
could have sent a message to 
Capt: John Trull of Tewksbury. 

‘The actions of Brooks on that 
day have been carefully 
researched by Bruce N. 
Morang, the distinguished editor 
of the Reading Chronicle. 

Morang's researches brought 
out one interesting fact in 
conncetion with this story. A 
Reading man also rode that 
night to give the alarm 

Dr. Martin Herrick, a 28-year- 
old physician of that part of 
Reading which is now North 
Reading, was reported to have 
been given the word that the 
British were marching - and that 
the target was Concord - by none 
other than Paul Revere. So says 
Morang. 

Dr. Herrick has been traced, 
by Morang, through Woburn and 
Stoneham, and into what is now 
Wakefield, and then into Linn 
End (Lynnfield). Well before 
dawn, Dr. Herrick galloped into 
the courtyard of Gowing's 
Tavern to sound the alarm. 

Incredibly, he then turned 
horse to his home in the second 
parish (now North Reading) and 
arrived there in time to march 
with the militia of that parish to 
Bedford and to Meriam's Corner 
where the fighting took place 
between British and the 
Colonials of Billerica, 
Wilmington and Reading (and 
probably Tewksbury) 

Somebody, not Dr. Herrick, 
carried the alarm to Wilmington 
and Tewksbury. His name is not 
known. From whence he came is 


the alarm ington and Concord on the night of April 18, 1775. 


Wilmington Masons meet Sept. 19 


On September 19, the 
Wilmington Friendship | Lodge 
will hold its 83ist regular 
communication at the lodge hall 
on Church Street, Wilmington at 
6:30 p.m. The lodge will open on 
the Master Mason degree. This 
is the annual meeting of the 
lodge and all reports will be 
given. 


The rusty brother program 


has proven extremely suc- 
cessful in many of our lodges. 
An invitation has been issued to 
Masons living in the adjacent 
area to come to a meeting of our 
lodge some few minutes early 
and receive instruction on 
visiting. A paid-up dues card 
being all that is necessary to 
receive the instruction given by 
the junior officers or past 
masters, 
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a secret. Where he went, after 
warning Capt. Trull of 
Tewksbury, is also unknown. 

That rider was probably a 
person designated by -the 
Committee on Safety. He 
probably knew in advance what 
he was to do. He could have 
started in Woburn, or in 
Reading. 

From Woburn he could have 
travelled up what is now Main 
‘Street to the Wilmington church. 
The alarm could have been 
given there before he proceded 
‘on to the home of Captain Ford, 
whose home is today the home of 
John Brooks on Salem Street. 

From Reading he may well 
have travelled up The Andover 
Road, passing the home of 
Lieutenant John Harnden of the 
Wilmington Minutemen, before 
arriving at the home of Cad- 
wallader Ford. Any of those 
persons could fire a rifle, which 
in those days made a very 
respectable bang. The town 
would have been alerted by such 
a noise. 

From the home of Cad- 
wallader Ford on Salem Street, 
the rider would have gone north: 
west to Tewksbury. Salem 
Street becomes Salem Road in 
Tewksbury, and northwest of 
the Shawsheen River, at a two 
mile distance, was the 
Tewksbury church. Nearby was 
a sturdy oak, known as “The 
Meeting Tree.” 

It was at “The Meeting Tree” 
where the Tewksbury militia 
met, according to tradition 
That well could have happened, 
in response to rifle shots that 
night. The Tewksbury militia 
was commanded by Capt 
Jonathan Brown. He lived on a 
farm at the end of what is now 
Brown Street, beside the 
Shawsheeh River. 

Later, he was to be Colonel 
Brown, and his home, in 
Tewksbury Center, acquired 
some fame by being his home. 

But, the unknown rider did not 
stop at the Meeting Tree. He 
continued on to the farmhouse of 
Capt. Trull. 

The Trull farmhouse is now 
gone. The Trull Brook Golf 
Course is on the site of the farm, 
right by the Merrimack River. 

Capt. Trull, upon being 
awakened, had fired three rifle 
shots. That was the planned 
signal to notify people across the 
river in Dracut. Capt. Varnum 
(ater General Varnum) got the 
message and the men of Dracut 
marched. 

The dispatch rider, whoever 
he was, disappears from the 
pages of history at this point. He 
may have turned downstream to 
go to Andover. He may have 
turned upstream to go to 
Chelmsford. 

Probably, with his mission 
finished, he returned home and 
may have, like Dr. Martin 
Herrick of North Reading, 
marched with his home town 
company of militia or 
Minutemen. 

The Rev. Mr. Price of the 
North Tewksbury Baptist 
Church wrote of this man in 
1880. It was, Price said, he who 
carried the alarm to Tewksbury. 

Later, the Town of Tewksbury 
adopted a town seal, showing the 
unknown rider crossing the 
fields ‘of Tewksbury on his way 
to the home of Capt. Trull. The 
old Congregational Church is in 
the background. 

But - the rider is armed. He is 
carrying a rifle. 

None of the dispatch riders 
carried rifles.

Law firm hired for 


The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce has engaged the 
Boston law firm of Bernstein 
and Smick to further study the 
problems of electric light rates 
in Wilmington. The firm 
specializes in the area of energy 
law. 

Bernstein and Smick are to 
conduct an in-depth legal and 
economic analysis _— of 
Wilmington's electric power 
supply and rate situation. The 
study is expected to take about 
three months, at the end of 
which a comprehensive report is 
to be made té the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The report, it is expected, will 
be the basis of further strategy 
of the Chamber in its on-going 
dispute with the operations and 
charges of the Reading Light 
Department 

The Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce last spring joined 
with various —_ concerned 
legislators of Massachusetts, 
light board commissioners from 


other areas of Massachusetts 
and others to form the 
“Coalition for Municipal 
Ratepayers Rights." The 
Coalition petitioned the state 
Department of Public Utilities 
(DPU) to intervene in the 
MMWEC (Massachusetts 
Municipal Wholesale Electric 
Co.) request for additional 
bonding in the Seabrook project 
in New Hampshire. 

The Chamber position was to: 
cap spending on Seabrook 1; halt 
funding of Seabrook II; and 
study the feasibility of con- 
verting Seabrook I to other than 
a nuclear power project. 

The DPU allowed the petition 
to intervene. Hearings are now 
in progress. 

Later, when the financial 
predicament of Seabrook 
became a source of public 
headlines, and the cost 
projections soared, the 
Wilmington Chamber felt that it 
would be prudent to explore 
other possibilities of power

Phil Fenton made a motion 
that transportation be made 
available to all Wilmington 
kindergarten students, in 
cluding those at the Wildwood 
and Shawsheen Schools, The 


motion passed. According to 
Business Manager Frank An- 
tonelli, the estimated cost of 
adding another route to a bus 
now in use in the Woburn Street 
School area, and mini buses in 
the other school areas would be 
$7020.00.

The crux of the meeting was a 
heated exchange between 
parents and school board 
members as they sought “an 
educational solution’ to the 
problem plaguing the fifth grade 
at the Wildwood School.

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By JIMROUILLARD Bruce Gerson, Stoneham 
mailman who lives a stone's 
throw from the Lynnfield line in 
West Peabody, comes across 
loose or vicious dogs every day 
— and says he often feels he’s in 
a Roman arena when he ven- 
tures on his rounds, never sure if 


he'll encounter a sudden bark, a 
quick lunge or the rending tear 
of canine teeth 

And though the issue of dogs 
biting or attacking mailmen 
may seem funny to some, Bruce 
said, it’s no joke to the U. S 
Postal Service 

Thousands of postal carriers 
across the country are attacked 
or bitten each year, according to 
postal officials, who have 
recently issued a caution to 
homeowners that the presence 
of a loose or vicious dog can 
prevent delivery of a house- 
hold’s mail 

Bruce, who has been a post- 
man for 14 years, said he has 
been bitten four times: twice on 
the ankle, once on the thigh, and 
once in the stomach, by an 80- 
pound German Shepherd who 
came, silent and determined, 
over a high fence to fasten his 
jaws on Bruce's midriff, then 
pause and lunge once again for a 
“little more lunch." 

Fortunately, Bruce said, he 
was ready the second time and 
managed to get his mailsack be 
tween his stomach and the dog, 
to use it as a shield until the 
dog's owner ambled out to 
retrieve the animal 

A Revere native and art 
school graduate wo delivers

because the dog wasn't scary 
enough.” 

Some of his own experiences,

dogs and careless owners is a 
growing one, according to of 
ficials 

Though no one wishes to harm 
a dumb animal, two Middlesex 
County postmasters said, the 
delivery of the mail and the pro: 
tection of the mail carriers must 


take precedence over the 
animals’ rights 
“Halt!"" — according to its 


label, is “strongly irr: 
eyes, nose and skin,” and the 
user is directed to “spray (a) 
stream into face and eyes of 
attacking dogs to prevent dog 
bite. Will immediately repel and 
subdue dogs when sprayed into 
face and eyes." 

But an attacking dog is not 
likely to be deterred by “Halt!” 
according to Bruce Gerson: “If

lust up, he's not about to be 
stopped by a small stream of 
irritant. ‘He doesn’t care he 
wants to attack, and it's difficult 
to make a direct hit in the eyes. 

Yet the dog owners seem to 
think otherwise, according to 
Bruce. He said he was putting 
mail through a door slot in 
Stoneham one day when he felt a 
violent crash against the other 
side of the door: 

“The dog's owner was in the 
yard, so I said to her: ‘It’s a 
good thing your dog 's on the 
other side of the door. 

* Oh, he's harmless,’ the 
woman said. ‘By the way, 
where's our regular mailman? 

I'm replacing him’ I said 
Your dog bit him the other day 

“Owners seem to have a blind 
spot. They have the impression 
that dogs should not be tied up. 
Maybe that was true a hundred 
ars ago, but our society is too 
rowded today. That's why 
communities have leash le 
It’s too dangerous — for delivery 
meu, pedestrians, for children 

to have attack dogs running 
loose." 

Aside from the physical 
danger, Bruce said, it’s no help 
to the blood pressure to have a 
revening dog lunge at you — and 
the loud barking can be a severe 
annoyance 

And the physical danger may 
not_be from the dogs alone.

cheering me or the dog, until the 
child of the owner came out and 
collared the Doberman.” 

And yet, Bruce said, generally 
speaking, it's not necessarily the 
loose dogs that provide the 
greatest danger — but rather 
the attack dogs that break their 
leads or their ropes. In one case, 
he said, a Shepherd came right 
through a plate glass window to 
aydck a mailman. 

But the dogs don’t always 
have it their way, Bruce said, 
relating one incident a few years 
ago, im the Worcester area, in 
which a mailman and an attack 
dog battled it out for quite a 
while 

‘The mail carrier was pretty 
badly torn up,” Bruce said, “but 
he won in the end. He finally 


managed either to strangle the 
dog with his bare hands or break 
the animal's neck. 

“Afterwards, as I understand 
it, here was the mail carrier 
practically torn to shreds — and 
only then did the owners of the 
dog come out, to protest that 
their ‘pet’ had been killed. 

“There are some very strange 
attitudes in the world. I guess 
the owners feel that they have 
the right to object that their 
‘pets’ are being abused — even 
when those pets are trying to 
injure or kill human being.” 

As for the dogs themselves, 
whether annoyance or danger, 
pet or threat, most local com- 
munities now have leash laws to 
restrain the animals, and Bruce 
said keeping them restrained

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. Jack Tars and the Commodores: The American Navy 


By DAN KENNEDY 


Conflict between advocates of 
military assertiveness and isola- 
tionism is not new. The debate 
Presently raging in Washington 
is reminiscent of similar battles 
during the Vietnam War and be- 
fore the two World Wars. 

Perhaps the first conflict be- 
tween American intervention- 
ists and isolationists took place 
in the years immediately follow- 
ing the Revolution. 

This period has been chroni- 
cled in an excellent new book by 
Reading resident William M. 
Fowler Jr., “Jack Tars and 
Commodores: The American 
Navy 1783-1815" (Houghton-Mif- 
flin Co., Boston; $17.95). “Jack 
Tars and Commodores’’ is the 
fourth book by the popular 40- 
year-old Northeastern Univer- 
sity history professor. 

Tiny wooden sailing vessels, 
mounted with guns and cgnnons, 
were the late 18th- and early 
19th-century equivalent of B1 
bombers and MX missiles. With 
@ navy, a country could assert 
its will and-expand its influence. 
Without one — as Americans 
quickly learned — it would be 
hard-pressed to defend even its 
own commerce 

‘The American Revolution was 
instigated more by commerce 
than by conscience, and Ameri-

cans wanted to return to busi- 
ness as usual in the immediate 
post-war years. The army was 
dispersed and what was left of 
the pathetic revolutionary navy 
(chronicled in Fowler’s first 
general-circulation book, 
“Rebels Under Sail,” in 1976) 
was sold off. 

But, Fowler notes, the good 
old pre-revolutionary days were 
gone forever. American goods 
were more in demand than they 
ever were. But without the pro- 
tection of the Royal Navy, 
American merchantmen were 
vulnerable to any power which 
could put together boats and 
guns. 

Revolutionary France 
launched a “Quasi War” with 
the United States, sparring in 
the West Indies. British cap- 
tains, ostensibly friendly, 
boarded American merchant 
ships and impressed (forcibly 
drafted) sailors who were al- 
leged to be of British citizenship. 
Barbary pirates sailed the Medi- 
terranean from the shores of Al- 
giers, Tripoli, Tunis and Moroc- 
co to demand tribute. And 


finally, from 1812 to 1814, the 
United States found itself in its 
second full-scale war with Bri- 
tain. Not until the 20th century 
would the U.S. again find itseif 
so heavily involved in foreign af- 
fairs. 
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As Fowler reports, the initial 
isolationism of the immediate 
post-revolutionary years gradu- 
ally led to a more mature view 
of the world 

Under President John Adams 
and the first secretary of the 
navy, Benjamin Stoddert, the 
United States built a small fleet 
to punish France (which was, as 
usual, at war with Britain) for 
its violations of American neu- 
trality. Thomas Jefferson, de- 
spite some misgivings, contin- 
ued this build-up and sent sev- 
eral fleets to the Mediterranean 
to punish the petty potentates of 
the Barbary States. James 
Madison used naval power in the 
War of 1812 to punish the mighty 
Royal Navy from the South Pa- 
cific to the English Channel — 
although the U.S. Navy proved 


less adept at defending its own 
shores, as it was helpless to pre- 
vent the burning of Washington, 
D.C., the new capital. By the end 
of the War of 1812, according to 
Fowler, the need for American 
naval might was accepted 
across the political spectrum — 
even by the Jeffersonians, who 
were originally opposed to inter- 
ventionism of any kind 


Fowler does an excellent job 
of chronicling political squab- 
bles over the naval build-up, and 
provides a detailed recounting 
of individual incidents at sea. 
More importantly, he provides 
some flavor of the times and 
considerable insight into the 
men who went to sea. 


Especially enlightening, and 
even entertaining, are his chap- 
ters on the troubles with the 
various rulers, known as ‘‘deys"” 
an “beys,” of the Barbary
